ing 37,500 kilowatts of elec- 
tric power for New England 
homes and iridustries. 

Littleton, the largest hydro- 
electric development in New 
England in 25 years, is sche- 
duled for completion this fall, 
It is being built at a cost of 
about 45 million dollars and 
will produce 150,000 kilowatts 
of power frori four genera- 
tors 

In addition to producing 
power, the construction of 
Littleton will provide an im- 
portant contribution to the 
recreational opportunities of 
the area, The new reservoir, 
three-quarters the size of 
Newfound Lake in New 
Hampshire, will provide boat- 
ing, fishing and picnicking in 
the area for visitors when 
construction is completed. 

So for nearly 200,000 people 


" from every state in the union 


and many foreign countries 
have stopped at New England 
Electric’s roadside superin- 
tendent’s stand to watch the 
progress of the new develop 
ment, Many thousands more 
are expected to visit the site 
this summer. 

The plant which will be 
known as the Samuel C. 
Moore Station is one of a ser- 
ies of hydro plants operated 
by New England Electric on 
the Connecticut River be- 
tween New Hampshire and 
Vermont. When completed 
river water will move 150 
miles in the space of about 
24 hours, passing through six 
System plants to produce 
400,000 kilowatts of power, or 
enough electricity to take 
care of all the needs of a 
city the size of Boston.

HORSE AND BUGGY 
VS. JE = 

Bills for putting into effect 
the recommendations of the 
Presidential Committee on 
Transport Policy have been 
introduced jn Congress. As 
was expected, a long battle 
looms. 

The Fort Worth Star-Tele- 
gram has made this observa- 
tion: “The main fight in Con- 
gress is certain to center on 
the proposal that the rail- 
roads be given more free- 
dom jn rate-making—more 
latitude in adjusting their 
charges within government- 
prescribed minimum and 
maximum limits jn order to 
meet competition. Rightly 
done, this should tend both 
to stimulate and equalize 
competition, and ghe result 
should be gain to the user of 
transportation facilities. Al- 
though the question involves 
many technical details which 
will have to be threshed out 
arrive at‘a fair and equitable 
arrangement, it is possible 
for even the layman to see 
that applying pre-automobile 
age regulations to modern 
day transportation makes 
little or no sense.” 

That goes to the heart of 
the matter. Congress hag the 
right and responsibjlity to 
fully explore this and all 
other legislation, and to re- 
concile conflicting views. But 
it will be unfortunate in the 
extreme if consideration be- 
comes bogged down over re- 
latively minor questions of 
detajl, to the extent that the 
over-riding need is obscured. 
We are burdened, so to 
speak, with horse-and buggy 
transportation regulation in 
a jet age. That is a costly 
and needless drain on the 
country,

In response to an invitation 
from the Board, Mr. Gilbert 
Stanford, Manager of the 
Reading Municipal Light De- 
partment met with the Board 
for a detailed discussion of 
his department’s plans for 
the improvement and exten- 
sion of electric power facili- 
ties in Wilmington. 

Mr, Stanford informed the 
Board that Reading plans to 
expend $222,000, in Wilming- 
ton during 1956 for such capi- 
tal outlays as a new sub- 
station, new transmission 
cables and special service 
lines. It is expected that 
these improvements will be 
adequate for Wilmington's 
anticipated power needs thru 
1960. 

‘These projects will provide 
substantial assurance against 
power failure as Wilmington 
will be served by two trans 
mission cables, one under- 
ground and one overhead. 

Reading's outlay program 
is based upon the recommen- 


dations of a firm of utility 
engineers and also includes 
plans for two more sub-sta- 
tions and two more principal 
transmiission cables to be in- 
stalled in Wilmington by 1960. 


Mr. Stanford also assured 
the Board that the Reading 
Municipal Light Department 
is prepared to provide for 
any special requirements re 
suiting from new industrial 
development in Wilmington.
